Cul- 
ture laboratory animals satisfactory, but 
takes more than week and not many can 
afford wait that long.

Agglutinins only indicate the amount 
immunity. 

Typical lesions are the same, general, 
all species although the clinical disease differs. 
Young calves two three months old have 
higher death rate than cows; some cows de- 
velop redwater and other symptom; preg- 
nant cows may abort. herd swine may 
show nothing, although sows occasionally 
abort. 

The lesions are primarily the kidney 
subclinical cases. They are characteristic 
swine, white spots, multiple scars, turkey- 
eff identation, depending the age the 
lesion. Cows and calves that died lepto- 
spirosis show small white, red, gray spots 
the kidney. Hemoglobinuria shows cows 
and calves but not other species. Liver 
lesions are not consistent characteristic. 

The organism usually leaves way the 
urine and killed drying. lives long 
neutral slightly alkaline moisture, but can

Natural immunity probably lasts many 
months years, and the disease present, 
may life-long. Hogs carry the disease for 
long time, dogs. Cows are carriers only 
for week two. Pomona most common 
cattle, but canicola causes occasional out- 
breaks. The hog rarely dies the disease, but 
the cow and the dog do. The disease probably 
shortens the life dog even recovers. 
Vaccination protects only against antigenically 
similar strains. Feed contamination rats 
method spread.

Dr. Gardner Closson was born July 
1881, Gaylord, Smith County, Kansas, 
which county his father was the County Clerk.

This period was spent practicing Topeka, 
where returned upon receipt his di- 
ploma. 

sooner was financially able, than 
was his way California. Why California? 
the French would say, the motive was 
“cherchez femme.” Since the age 15, 
Gardner had been going steady with Miss 
Wilma Crevling and though she had gone 
West, she had remained faithful all through 
the years waiting for him attain his goal. 
After his arrival Southern California there 
was yet some waiting done.

Fearful that 
some his large animal clients might find 
out, hospitalized the pets the hay loft. 

1922 purchased the old animal hos- 
pital owned Dr. Fosbinder Hollywood 
and went into small animal practice exclu- 
sively, and 1924 erected new hospital 
building. 1929 and 1930 found the ubiquitous 
doctor Pomona, associated with Dr. Sparks. 
1930 and 1931 his address was Anaheim 
once more, and the fall 1931 Dr. Closson 
finally anchored San Gabriel. Here has 
remained. 

During the preceding years (since gradu- 
ation) Dr. Closson had practiced nine loca- 
tions: Topeka, Kansas; Los Angeles (twice), 
Santa Ana, Hollywood, Anaheim (twice), Po- 
mona and San Gabriel. must said, how- 
ever, since coming California, remained 
always the same general area. 

San Gabriel, Dr. Closson enjoyed large 
and remunerative practice, besides being as- 
sociated with the Humane Association both 
veterinarian and its Board Directors. 
February, 1946, took Dr. Clinton Baxter 
associate with half interest, after the 
latter had served with him assistant 
for four years. this time retired from 
active practice, and now living 419 West 
Leslie Drive, San Gabriel. 

Dr. Closson was licensed practice Cali- 
fornia 1905 and joined the Southern Auxil- 
iary the California State Veterinary Medical 
Association (automatic membership the 
CSVMA) 1907. has served president 
the Auxiliary well vice-president and 
president the CSVMA. life mem- 
ber the latter organization since 1948. 
was member the Southern California 
VMA until was disbanded and charter 
member the Southern California Small 
Animal Hospital Association. addition 
the above member the Elks, the 
Masons, and the Kiwanis Club.

Paracolon Infections Turkeys San Diego 


recent years organism has established 
itself primary pathogen for turkeys 
the San Diego area. The organism which has 
been consistently isolated and incriminated 
the causative agent numerous poult mor- 
talities was identified Dr. Edwards 
and co-workers Arizona paracolon 7:1,7,8. 
has been responsible, part least, for 
several growers dropping out the breeding 
business. 

Typical ranch outbreaks usually occur from 
four five days after hatching and continue 
through the third week. Losses have been 
high per cent and averaging about per 
cent. The following symptoms may seen: 
inappetence, leg weakness paralysis, pasting 
the vent and quite often blindness one 
both eyes. autopsy there frequently 
seen retained yolk, swollen and congested 
livers and caseous cecal plugs. Once mortali- 
ties have occurred, treatment with antibiotics 
sulfonamides have been disappointing, al- 
though Jamison reports encouraging results 
with furazolidone. 

Attempts were made establish correla- 
tion between outbreaks and the breeders. Eggs 
were shipped simultaneously from the same 
breeder flocks various local ranches. Poult 
mortalities would occur one more ranches 
but not others. Eggs from suspected flocks, 
with known history infection, were 
checked throughout the season with out- 
breaks. Attempts isolate the organism 
vent swabs from 200 hens, which had his- 
tory severe mortality poults, were unsuc- 
cessful. 

the beginning the 1953-54 season 
effort was made demonstrate carriers 
breeder flocks. Three ranches, designated 
and were selected and experimental 
plate antigent was used. ranch 1,414 
birds were tested and there were six reactors. 
Five these reactors were autopsied; Arizona 
paracolon 7:1,7,8 was isolated from each. Two 
retests days apart were negative indicating 
that carriers might possibly eliminated 
through testing. 644 birds ranch 
were reactors and were found 599 birds 
ranch 

These reactors were kept isolation for 
days and all eggs laid during that period were 
submitted our laboratory. the 157 eggs 
received from ranch infertiles were re- 
moved aften ten days incubation and the 
organism was isolated from three them. 
the 28th day dead embryos were examined;

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healthy poults were hatched. the end 
days brooding all were autopsied and 
were bacteriologically negative. All the in- 
fected embryos died prior hatching. These 
results would indicate that healthy poults and 
absence carriers may derived from 
known infected flock. Also that the organism 
egg-transmitted. 

Eighty eggs were received from ranch 
Nine infertiles were removed after ten days 
incubation; four were infected. Sixteen dead 
embryos were found the 28th day; four 
were infected. Fifty-two apparently healthy 
poults were hatched. During the first days 
brooding fhe poults died. All were 
bacteriologically positive for Arizona para- 
colon 7:1,7,8. The remaining seven poults were 
autopsied the 22nd day; six were infected. 
There were approximately per cent car- 
riers. This example was typical some 
the field cases seen the San Diego area. 

During the 1953-54 season breeder-testing 
program was instigated. flagellar tube anti- 
gen was used. This antigen was developed and 
produced our laboratory. The idea for this 
type antigen was derived from the Kauffman 
and Edwards method identifying flagellar 
components Salmonella. Approximately 
43,600 birds, comprising groups, were tested. 
Four groups were marketed due the test 
results. Five additional groups were marketed 
upon isolation the organism from the re- 
actors. known outbreaks were reported 
until March. When this outbreak occurred, 
was realized that the eggs could have origin- 
ated from any one more flocks. plan 
was agreed upon whereby culled eggs from 
each these flocks would examined bac- 
teriologically. The organism was isolated from 
two flocks which were then retested. From 
total 770 birds, reactors were removed. 
Our experiences date have shown that flocks 
which either tested clean originally, 
which reactors were removed, may re- 
infected. This season are continuing the 
blood testing program and addition are 
running routine weekly bacteriological sur- 
vey portion the culled eggs from each 
our growers effort detect outbreaks 
before they appear the poults. 
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Tests With Phenothiazine 


For controlling stomach worms sheep and 
cattle the finer the the greater the kill, 
University California experiments indicate. 

test phenothiazine various particle 
sizes, results favored the finest size used. 

The experiment learn the effect dif- 
ferent particle sizes grew out recurrent 
reports unsatisfactory results with the drug, 
explained James Douglas and Norman 
Baker, parasitologists the School Veteri- 
nary Medicine faculty Davis. 


Several possibilities for failure were con- 
sidered: that the medicine might have dropped 
into the animal’s fourth stomach instead 
the rumen; that inadequate doses may have 
been given; and that formulation may have 
been faulty. 


Phenothiazine, the Davis veterinary scien- 
tists commented, relatively insoluble. 


are convinced,” said Douglas, “that the 
killing action direct action phenothiazine 
particles against the skin the worm. 
use lot small particles, the chances 
hit are greater, and there will more hits 
per worm.” 


the experiment, conducted Douglas 
and Baker cooperation with William 
Longhurst, zoologist the University’s Hop- 
land Field Station, lambs were used. First 
the worm egg count was checked and the ani- 
mals were divided into four groups. 


One group was kept untreated 
control; second group was treated with 
phenothiazine large particles (average size 
over 150-micron diameter); the third group 
was treated with medium-size particles (50- 
micron average); and the fourth group was 
treated with fine particles (averaging less 
than microns). Each lamb received 
grams capsule, sure the doses were 
uniform. Daily egg counts were made, and 
the fifth day the lambs were slaughtered and 
worms stomachs and small intestines were 
counted. 


Differences efficiency the doses were 
marked, Douglas and Baker reported. Reduc- 
tion worm count lambs treated with the 
large particle phenothiazine was only per 
cent. lambs getting the medium particles 
the count dropped per cent; and the 
fine-particle group the drop was per cent. 

“Some other work with mice,” said Doug- 
las, “suggests that weight basis fine 
material two times effective medium 
material. The effect the same cutting the 
dose one-half.” 

Phenothiazine preparations the market, 
commented, vary considerably. The next 
step the Davis experiments, said, will

DR. PLEASANT HARVEY BROWNING 


Dr. Pleasant Browning passed away 
April .16, San Jose. “P.H.” was 
familiarly known, was born farm near 
Virden, Illinois, June 22, 1869.
